‘The long awaited decision by the Ce.ktrul Parlia- 
mentary Board on the charzes of ¢orruption, nepo- 
ism and administrative irregularities against the Punjch 

jig minister, Sardar Partap Singh Kairon, was rele- 
ased on May 19, bythe General Secretary of the 
Congress, The Cangsess High Command hud. ubsolvedt 
Bie Chiet Minister af the ehaeves of corruption, but had 
hheld him constructively responsible for certain jmpropri- 
efies committed by the members of his family. The state- 
ment disclosed that Sardar Partnp Singh Keiron hud 
fiered (© resign, should this become necessary, thourh 
‘he denied all” knowldze of the improprieties voinm 
‘ted. The High Command decided that in view of aii the 

rolimstances it was not for them Lo acvepl or ruject 
‘this offer of resignation, The Roard thought it was 
the Congress Party in the Legislature, ind 
in the normal way whether it had confidence in 
himer not, Consequently a meeting of the Party hud 
“been called at Chandigarh for June 5, to declare 
whietlier the Chie? Minister still possessed the required 
confidence oF not,
